This pbdn and upright plan, 
however, did not suit the views of those 
who sought.Radical favor, and who in­ 
tended to-make their1' “loyolis11 profita­ 
ble. In order to exclude all competition 
the law was changed, so as to leave the 
selection of the newspapers to the eleik 
of the House of Representatives—a Radi­ 
cal of the first water, holding a place 
which in pay and perquisites yields 
some twenty-five tbous&ud or thirty 
thousand dollar* a year. As.soon ns the 
papers were choseu, the next step ivas to 
amend the new laws, so as to open the 
doors to enormous protiu for tho benefit 
of tho selected organs, and accordingly 
art Insidious clause was inserted In 1&C7, 
through the practical working of which 
the present exposure has been brought 
about.

By the act of 18<W the Washington 
papers were only authorized to publish 
such notices as the laws relating to them 
expressly directed to be published here; 
bat by the cunning contrivance of 1807 
it was so shaped ns to appear to give 
them the advantage of all government 
advertisingel»ewhere. Congress hud no 
such intentions, because it would have 
been a barefaced outrage and imposition ; 
but the clause was framed for that pur­ 
pose by tho parties concerned, one of 
whom, being then secretary of the Sen­ 
ate, was in a posltiou to Tavor his own 
interests. .

In order that the public may have u 
vague Idea of tho extent to which this 
thing has been curried by the organs of 
the party of “moral Idea»,” “eoouomy,” 
and “human rights,” fro propose to 
maku a few citation* from the discus­ 
sion in the Seuate on Thursday last.

Frcaidcnt 
Johnson 
signalised 
Utft 
Fourth of July, 1808, by a proclamation 
of amnesty to all particlpauU in resist­ 
ance to tho uutionol authority, excepUug 
thobe under. Indictment in the regular 
courts. 
The war having terminated 
more than thjge years ago, this measure 
of amnesty will be justified uud applaud­ 
ed by all right-thinking men. Tho fol­ 
lowing is a copy of the proclamation: 
A PROCLAM ATION. 
By the Presldeut of the United 8Utes: 
Whereas, in tho month of July, Anno 
Domlul 18(11, in accepting the condition 
of civil war, which was brought about by . 
Insurrection and rebellion in several of 
the Htates which constitute the Unlfod 
State», the two house» of Congress din 
solemnly declare that war was not waged 
on the the purtul the Government In any 
spirit of oppression, nor for any purposp 
of conqueKt. or wibjligation, uor for uoy 
purpose qf overthrowing <>l* Interfering . 
with the rights or estaidlshefi tnsllto- 
tlons of the State*, but only to defend and 
maintain the supremacy of the Constitu­ 
tion of the United State» and to preserve 
tlie Union, with ail the dignity, equality 
and rights of the several State» unim­ 
paired, ami that so soon a» these object» 
should he accomplished, the war on tho 
part f>f Iho Government should cease; 
And whoreus, the President of tfio 
United States 1ms hpretofor©! Ip 
spirit of thnt declination, aud with tho 
view of Kccuriug for it ultimate and com­ 
plete effect, »ent forth several proclama­ 
tion» offering amnesty and pardon to 
fiorsons who had been or wereoonccrned 
j i the aforesaid rebellion, which procla­ 
mations, however, were attended with 
prudential reservation» and exception», 
then deemed nccessaVy and proper, anil 
which proclamations were respectively 
issued on the eight day of December, 
18(53; on tho twenty-sixth day of March, 
18(14; on the twenty-ninth day of Muy,

The time honored usage of the govern­ 
ment was broken up for' no other pur­ 
pose than to reward the subserviency 
and “loyalty” of partisau preñes. Any

procure complete fraternal reconciliation 
among the whole people, with due qpb,-. 
mission to the Constitution and tho laws; 
Now, therefore, be it known,' that I. 
Andrew Johnson, Prealdentof the United ' 
State», hereby proclaim and declare, un­ 
conditionally and without resenratfon. 
tq all aqfi to every per-on frhq direoiiy 
or indirectly participated in the late in­ 
surrection or rebeUmu, excepting aueh 
person or person» o» may be under pre­ 
sentment or Indictment injiny court of 
tlie United States having qbmpeteut iU’ 
risdictioii upon a chaVge of tteasoh or 
other felony, a full pardon and amnesty 
for the offense of treason against the 
United States, or of adhering to their . 
fnemies during the late civil war, with 
iiie restoration of all rights of property, 
except as to slaves, aud except afeo, ax 
to any property of which any person inay 
have been legally divested under the 
law» of the United States.
